Local citizens who ride around 
the country more or less every Sun- 
day in their autos inform us thet 
in adjoining counties one can get 
all the luscious applies and pears 
one wants for nothing, just for the 
picking. They bring back 65600 
pounds of fruit at a trip, for which 
they paid not a cent exceptehe time 
of picking’ it off the trees, and state 
that hundreds of: tons of it is rot- 
|tening on the ground. 

At the same time if you step into 
a Richmond store that 
you will pay 10 cents for three ap- 
ples, or 5 cents for; one. 

Now, why is this? It is a lament- 
able’ condition. and somebody or 
something is to blame. It is the 
system we are working under, and 
it is all wrong. That no end ‘of 
splendid fruit has got to go tv 
waste fifty miles from here, and 
yet we of the town have to pay ten 
prices for a bit of it, cannot be 
made to figure” out right from any 
standpoint on earth. 

The farmers cannot get help to 
pick their fruit. They say men 
charge them from $6 to $7 a day 
for that sort of fwork, @ight hours, 
and soldier on the job at that, sit- 
ting around under the trees smok- 
ing unless a boss is around. 

On the other hand, the workman 
cannot be blamed for demanding 
from the farmer as much as he can 
get from other industries for his 
time. It is certainly a problem. We 
should think the farmers cculd get 
women and. children to help, and if 
not are they justified in hiring 
| orientalis or anybody else they can 
get to save’ their crops from going 
to ruin? 

Also, if/a@ market man can go 
jout in the country and get fruit for 
almost nothing, why in blazea. does 
he charge unheard of prices for it 
in his market? “It is the same story 
of going arcund in a circle.
